As  an  outstanding 
authority  in  the  fields  of  History  and  Government,  particularly  of  the  United 
States,  he  has  made  the  past  live  vividly,  objectively  and  constructively  for 
hosts  of  young  minds  seeking  enlightenment  and  inspiration.  His  professional 
and  patriotic  qualities  are  symbolized  appropriately  by  the  names  of  the  two 
great  seats  of  learning  where  he,  as  a  student,  sought  the  enobling  gifts  of 
Minerva,  the  Universities  of  Washington  and  Lee,  and  Johns  Hopkins. 
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Florida  Southern  College  basks  in  a  warm  sun  the  year  'round,  and  an 
orange-scented  breeze  drifts  about  its  organic  structures.  This  is  a  scene 
of  the   Deep   South. 

But  the  campus  of  Florida  Southern  is  not  the  Deep  South.  It  is  the 
South,  the  North,  the  West,  and  the  Mid-West.  It  is  the  Caribbean  and 
the  Far  East,   the  Pacific  and   Northern   Europe.     It   is  the  world,    united. 

Its  voice  is  the  soft  and  melodious  drawl,  the  clipped  and  rapid  vernacu- 
lar, the  strong  and  ringing  twang.  Its  words  are  youthful  and  eager, 
hesitant  and  stammering,  learned  and  pompous.  It  is  the  voice  of  young 
anticipation,  of  bold  confidence,  of  a  sudden  spirited  awareness  of  the 
newness  and  fullness  of  life.  It  is  the  voice  of  the  traveled  veteran,  of 
the  bored  resident,  of  the  sojourner,  or  of  a  stranger  in  a  bewildering 
new   land. 

Florida  Southern's  culture  is  a  living,  moving,  changing  thing.  It  is  not 
static,  for  it  is  nameless  and  numberless.  It  is  the  heritage  of  colonial 
plantations  and  covered  wagons  on  the  western  plains,  yet  it  is  as  new 
and  vigorous  as  the  sidewalks  of  New  York  and  the  scream  of  the  jet  plane. 
It  is  as  hard  as  a  New  England  hickory  nut  and  softly  pliable  as  a  Georgia 
peach.  From  the  rice  paddies  of  China  to  the  beaches  of  Key  West  it 
gathers    its    ideas   and    customs,    slowly    absorbing    and    slowly   disregarding. 

At  Florida  Southern  the  ideal  of  "one  world"  is  becoming  a  reality. 
Students  from  many  nations,  with  many  diverse  mores,  hopes,  purposes, 
ideologies  and  goals  are  assembled  here.  We  do  not  understand  the  ways 
of  each  culture  and  nationality  represented  here,  but  we  are  learning  vo. 
They  do  not  understand  us,  but  they  are  learning  to.  "They"  are  becoming 
"we."    We  are  all  becoming  one. 

The   Fisher   Memorial   Temple,   an    imported    Hindu   shrine    topped   with    a 
cross,    symbolizes   our   almost    universally   common    characteristic.    It    stands 
in  the  Garden  of  Meditation  as  a   reminder  that  we   are  one  people   under  j 
God.     The    temple,    given    to    the    college    by    Dr.    Frederick    B.    Fisher,    is    al 
symbol  of  his  matured  belief  that  whenever  the  spirit  of  Jesus  Christ  was  ■ 
truly  represented,  it  would  magnetize  all  people  and  all  religions.     He  spent 
most  of  his  adult   life  among   peoples  of  other  races  and   religions,    preach- 
ing tolerance  and  understanding  in  a  world  of  confusion  and  conflict. 

On  the  eve  of  'Polk  County  Brotherhood  Night,"  Dr.  Spivey,  presidenj 
of  Florida  Southern  College,  uttered  this  appeal:  "At  this  annual  affair, 
manifest  our  practical  interest  in  an  idea  and  ideal,  without  which  tk 
world  can  never  attain  either  the  expressed  will  of  God,  nor  the  d^p 
yearning  of  men  of  good-will.  Unless  we  have  a  united  nation,  we  riall 
never  be  able  to  have  a  United  Nations  and,  beyond  that,  the  universal 
regard  of  each  notion  for  all  nations,  all  nations  for  each,  community  for 
community  and  man  for  man.  Only  through  action  can  we  bringrfibout 
understanding  between  the  races  and  creeds  which  make  up  our  b»loved 
land.  If  we  in  the  United  States  can  set  this  example,  we  shall  deserve  the 
leadership  we  owe  to  a  world  now  in  a  nightmare  of  upheaval." 

Dr.  Spivey  has  taken  direct  steps  to  encourage  students  hod 
foreign  lands  to  come  to  Florida  Southern.  The  brotherhood  or 
more  than  a  dream  and  it  is  being  proven  here.  It  is  a  slow  bt 
painful  process.    We  are  learning  to  be  brothers  of  the  world. 

Twenty-one  flag  poles  line  the  J.  Edgar  Wall  water  dome  on  €he  west 
campus.  Twenty-one  flags  of  different  nations  grace  these  poles  orl  special 
occasions,  such  as  Founders  Week.  The  flags  fly  as  a  salute  to  th\  many 
nations  represented  here.  Florida  Southern  flies  them  in  pride — ptde  in 
being  an  instrument  in  the  making  of  a  world  united  in  understanding 
ond   brotherly   love.

THE        AMERICAN

DREAM 


America  was  discovered  by  those  who  took  a  venture  in  quest  of 
advantage.  It  was  settled  by  those  who  sought  religious  freedom  and 
economic  opportunity  for  themselves,  and  a  larger  portion  for  their 
children.  It  was  founded  by  those  who  knew  that  freedom  requires 
discipline,  those  stout-hearted  enough  to  organize  the  constitutional 
and  political  means  for  such  discipline.  It  has  been  promoted  by  those 
who  could  accept  the  industrial  discipline  necessary  for  large-scale  pro- 
duction and  wide  distribution,  and  who  could  and  would  provide  support 
for  the  education  which  puts  a  floor  of  know-how  under  the  ceiling  of 
human    hope. 

America  has  been  sustoined  and  prospered  by  voices  that  counted 
their  blessings  rather  than  enjoyed  their  grievances.  There  have  been 
conservative  voices  who  in  prudence  preserved  what  they  had  while 
enlarging  their  domains  through  prowess.  They,  too,  have  served  Amer- 
ica who  but  rise  to  register  their  honest  dissent.  The  preachers  who 
cry  out  against  injustice,  the  artists  who  reaffirm  innovation  as  beauty, 
the  scientists  who  push  ahead  into  the  unknown  and  turn  deeper  insight 
into  power,  the  business  men  who  estimate  creation  ahead  of  acquisition, 
— these  are  all  servants  of  the  American  Dream. 

The  dream  has  sometimes  grown  dim.  It  flickered  when  the  compro- 
mise process  failed  and  war  was  waged  between  the  states.  The  dream 
always  subsides  when  majorities  bully  minority  groups  of  race,  or  religion, 
or  culture.  The  dream  has  been  most  vivid  and  robust  when  citizens 
have  disdained  injustice  and  have  spoken  out  firmly  against  mediocrity 
as  the  measure  of  the  best.  The  successes  of  the  dream  have  put  to 
shame  its  failures,  and  that  holds  now  upon  a  scale  international.  Our 
Republic  stands  today  at  the  threshold  of  an  unparalleled  age  of  power, 
and  it  radiates  a  will  undaunted  to  make  new  increments  of  knowledge 
serve  its  ancient  and  abiding  ends  of  perfection.

"About  15  years  ago  this  spring,  when 
Dr.  Ludd  M.  Spivey,  the  presidential  good-genius  of  Florida  Southern 
College,  flew  north  to  Taliesin,  he  came  with  the  express  and  avowed 
purpose  of  giving  the  US  at  least  one  example  of  a  college  wherein  mod- 
ern life  was  to  have  the  advantages  of  modern  science  and  art  in  actual 
building  construction.  He  said  he  wanted  me  as  much  for  my  Philosophy 
as  for  my  Architecture.   I  assured  him  they  were  inseparable. 

"And  ever  since,  owing  to  Dr.  Spivey's  unremitting  efforts,  this 
collection  of  college  buildings  has  been  in  a  continuous  state  of  growth. 
Their  outdoor-garden  character  is  intended  to  be  an  expression  of 
Florida  at  its  floral  best. 

"Study  these  buildings  from  the  inside  out  if  you  would  know  some- 
thing about  the  kind  of  building  we  call  Organic  Architecture.  You 
can't  really  know  very  much  about  anything  America  has  in  a  native 
culture  worth  knowing  unless  you  so  study  them.  Knowing  what  is  good 
or  bad  about  a  building  is  knowing  what  you  must  know  about  the  life 
you  live  here  in  our  country,  how  you  live  it  and  why.  If  only  the  upper 
middle  third  of  our  country  would  try  to  understand  why  these  building" 
are  the  way  they  are,  there  might  be  some  reason  to  hope.  Behind  every 
front  you  see  here  there  might  be  something  to  discover.  If  there  is 
nothing,  then — no  matter  what  you  like — it's  probably  bad.  To  see  all 
there  is  to  see  in  any  good  organic  building  takes  study  and  more  culti- 
vation than  the  usual  college  education  affords.  Certainly  more  than 
can  be  sent  back  home  on  postcards  by  travelers. 

"Ask  'why'  whenever  you  see  Architecture  you  like  or  if  you  like 
what  you  see,  and  you  would  start  along  the  path  of  a  true  culture.  The 
path  we  call  Organic  Architecture  is  along  the  center-line  of  an  indige- 
nous culture  for  these  states  in  which  we  live,  because  there  can  be  no 
great  life  for  our  people  without  the  integral  culture  of  an  Architecture 
of  our  own.  I  should  say  there  is  really  no  other  kind  of  culture  possible. 

"Actual  knowledge  of  the  'why'  in  Architecture — either  old  or  new 
— is  tc  be  the  true  basis  of  our  Culture  now  just  as  it  has  ever  been  and 
ever  will  be  the  basis  of  any  Culture  for  any  people.  All  we  know  about 
great  civilizations  is  what  we  learn  of  them  from  what  remains  of  their 
Architecture.  Were  our  civilization  suddenly  destroyed  what  do  you 
imagine  subsequent  civilizations  would  have  to  think  of  us  as  a  civiliza- 
tion? They  would  look  back  upon  our  ruins  and  discover  what  we  had 
done  and  were  so  busy  doing.  What  then  would  they  see?  Nothing  but 
the  pottery  of  our  plumbing  from  which  they  might  conclude  we 
belonged  to  'the  sanitary  era' — authors  of  the  sanitary  slum. 

"So,  as  for  these  buildings  in  which  a  true  portion  of  America 
moves,  studies,  works  and  has  its  being,  if  you  would  honestly  try  to 
understand  these  Florida  Southern  College  buildings  and  would  really 
know  what  they  are  all  about  (whether  you  like  them  or  not),  something 
important  to  our  country's  future  as  a  democratic  nation  will  transpire. 
Because  not  only  do  buildings  last  long  but  in  these  buildings  here  and 
now  you  may  see  something  of  your  own  tomorrow  that  is  yours  today. 
Yes — and  maybe  the  day  after  the  day  after  that. 

"Because  a  preceptor  in  education  like  Dr.  Ludd  M.  Spivey  took 
thoughtful  measure  of  his  time  and  flew  to  Taliesin,  you  will  see  in  these 
buildings  now  standing  at  Florida  Southern  College  the  sentiment  of  a 
true  educational  saga  along  the  cultural  lines  of  an  indigenous  Archi- 
tecture for  our  own  country."  FRANK  LLOYD  WRIGHT

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Composed  of  letter  winners  in  competitive 
athletics,  the  Varsity  "S"  Club  dedicates  its 
services  to  the  college  to  promote  activities 
and  finance  to  the  point  whereby  the  students 
may  have  even  more  facilities  and  materials 
than  our  school  can  now  provide.  Working 
hand  in  hand  with  the  Lakeland  community, 
they  are  planting  seeds  for  a  more  vital  col- 
lege life  for  the  entire  student  body,  now  and 
in   the   future.

The  ROTC  at  Florida  Southern  College  was 
initially  established  as  a  Military  Police  Corps  unit 
in  May  of  1951.  Colonel  Glenn  G.  Dickenson  was 
assigned  as  Commanding  Officer  of  the  new  unit 
and  Major  John  T.  Stansill  was  detailed  as  Assis- 
tant Professor  of  Military  Science  and  Tactics. 

The  old  arts  building  was  converted  to  army 
specifications  and  thousands  of  dollars  of  govern- 
ment money  and  equipment  began  to  arrive  on 
the  campus.  The  initial  plans  were  based  upon  an 
anticipated  enrollment  of  250  cadets. 

In  August,  Captain  Louis  O.  Giuffrida  was 
assigned  to  the  ROTC  staff  after  his  return  from 
Korea,  and  the  teaching  staff  for  the  first  year  was 
completed. 

M  Sgt.  Marvin  Beaman  was  detailed  as  Sgt. 

Wilson,  Beheler  and  Simmons  were 
assigned  by  the  Department  of  the  Army. 

Maximum  enrollment  in  1951  was  231  cadets. 
Organized  as  an  MP.  Battalion,  the  cadets  made 
a  fine  impression  upon  the  entire  college  and  com- 
munity. 


In  1952  the  maximum  enrollment  jumped  to 
361  cadets.  The  ROTC  staff  was  increased  by  the 
assignment  of  1st  Lieutenant  Arthur  J.  McKinney, 
a  Korean  veteran,  and  M  Sgt.  C.  C.  Curry.  The 
college  completed  the  construction  of  a  new  small 
bore  range  at  Edge  Hall  and  riflery  was  added  to 
the    ROTC    program. 

Perhaps  the  best  evaluation  of  the  ROTC 
program  is  that  of  the  cadets  themselves.  They 
have  been  demonstrating  an  increasing  pride  in 
personal  appearance  and  in  unit  esprit.  They  have 
been  recognizing  to  a  greater  degree  their  respon- 
sibilities to  their  community  and  country.  They  are 
becoming  better  citizens.
